Schedule 





The K. O. POLIO program was | 


a huge success and it’s over, but 
as times goes on the danger from 
polio grows large again. 
weeds in our garden of health 
were cut down but they are grow- 
ing back as more unprotected 
citizens are born or-move into 
Albany. 

The State of California Depart- 
ment of Public Health has em- 
phasized the importance of pro- 
tecting infants, beginning at age 
three months, and also that all 
previously un-vaccinated mem- 
bers of the family should be 
given the same type of vaccine 
at once to ensure that polio pro- 
tection will follow. 

The preferred time interval be- 
tween doses of different types of 
vaccine is an interval of 6 to 8 
weeks. 

On: EFhursdays.. between 1:00 
and/2:30,.-p.m. polio ‘vaccine is 
given= without “charge at the 
Berkeley Clinic, 830 University 
Avenue, Type III being given in 
April, Type I in May and June, 
and Type II in July and August, 
ete, changing types every two 
months. 

Polio vaccine is also given at 
the Alameda County Health De- 
partment, 499 Fifth Street, Oak- 
Jand, on Mondays and Fridays 
from 1:30-4:30 p.m.; all three 
types are available. 

No appointment or referral’ is 
required for this service to you. 
Protect your family and your fu- 
ture by getting immunized 
against polio now.
